Hundreds of Small Craft 
Wrecked, Town of 
23,000 on Hokkaido 
Island Leveled by

TOKYO, Sept. 27 (AP) — An: 
estimated 1600 persons perished: 
in a typhoon which struck north- 
ern Japan last night, including 
nearly 1000 who died when a 
huge sea-going ferry capsized. 

(Reports by the United Press 
placed the death toll in the'storm 
at almost 3000.) 

The bodies of 17 Americans 
have been recovered so far and 
perhaps 50 more are missing, of- 
ficials announced. 


(There were no St. Louisans ki 


on the partial list of casualties 
released by the Army in Wash- 
ington. Names were being with- 
held until after notification to 
the families.) 


Authorities said 590 bodies 
haye been found and a national 
police spokesman estimated that 
500 bodies will be recovered 
from the capsized ferry. 

Associated Press correspond- 
ent Robert Eunson, who flew to 
Hakodate, said the search for sur- 
vivors has ended Cee 
squads are lining up of 
the dead on rough straw mats in 
an old seaman’s center. 


The storm, ¢enerating winds 
up to 110 miles.an hour, appar- 
ently had whirled harmiessly into 
the Japan sea when suddenly it 
curled back and struck the 
northern island of Hokkaido al- 
most without warning. 

Five Ferries Sunk. 

The result was Japan's great- 
est maritime disaster. 

Giant waves in Tsugaru straits 
sank five big ferries, four of 
which carried no passengers, and 
hundreds of small craft. 

A fire virtually wiped out 
Iwanai, a city of 23,000 on Hok- 
kaido’s west coast, and police 
reported disastrous landslides 
and floods throughout Hokkaido. 
(See Page 2, Post-Dispatch Atlas 
Section of Sept. 12). 

Communications and power 
lines were wrecked. Rail lines 
and highways were blocked. 

The most terrible disaster oc- 
curred in Hakodate harbor, 
where the 4300-ton ocean ‘ferry 
Toya Maru, carrying 1252 pas- 
sengers and crewmen, smashed 
into the rocks and turned over. 

Forty-three railroad cars were 
hurled about inside the hull. 

A survivor described the 
stricken vessel as “a -hell on 
earth.” 

The first newsman to reach 
Hakodate harbor used a similar 
phrase in describing it—a“ sea 
of hell.” 

One report said the captain 
of the Toya Maru had put out 


to sea then turned back in an 
effort to beach the ship when 
it began heavily.

MAN KILLS DOG 
IN FIGHT AFTER IT 
ATTACKS HIS WIFE 


PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 27 
(UP)—A 65-year-old Portland 
man was severely bitten by his 
dog yesterday when he engaged 
the animal in a death struggle 
to protect his wife. 

C. C. Fasilis grabbed a ham- 
mer to defend his 60-year-old 
wife when she was attacked by 
their 80-pound Staffordshire 
terrier. The animal had knocked 
Mrs. Fasilis down and slashed 
her ear with his teeth when she 
accidentally stepped on him. 

Fasilis the dog fought 
for their lives on the back porch 
of the couple’s house, splatter- 
ing it with blood. Finally Fasilis 
subdued the animal with a hard 
blow on the head with the ham- 
mer, ending the battle. The dog 
died. an hour later. 

Fasilis required two hours of 
surgery at a hospital to close 
multiple slashes on his arms, 
hands and fingers. His wife was 
treated for a severed ear. Neigh-

North America” to provide warn-

A statement issued ulta- 
neously here and in OttaWa said 
the new Distant Early Warn 
or DEW line, will be construc 
“across the most northerly prac- 
ticable part of North America” 
and will be extended on both 
seaward flanks, presumably by 
air-borne and sea-borne radar. 

The announcement indicated 
the warning net will be located 
deeper in the Arctic than pre- 
viously expected. 7 

Last April 8, the two govern- 
ments disclosed that they were 
going ahead with a radar setup 
„generally to the north of the 
settled territory in Canada.“ 

That line is now described as 
the “Mid-Canada line.” The De- 
fense Department said Canada 
has agreed to finance, build and 
operate the Mid-Canada line. 

The new DEW line, which will 
stretch across thousands of 
miles of frozen, uninhabited ter- 
ritory, will be financed by the 
two ‘countries but details. have 
not yet been agreed upon. 

The announcement said the 
two governments have followed 
a policy of building radar de- 
fenses in depth, working outward 
from the likely target areas. 
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YOSHIDA ARRIVES 
IN CANADA FOR HIS 
FIRST VISIT HERE 


OTTAWA, Sept. 27 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Yoshida of Japan 
arrived here today from Van- 
couver on his first visit to 
Canada. His 50-day good-will 
tour will take him to the United 
States and Europe. 

Japanese dignitaries and a 
crowd of 200 Japanese-Canadi- 
ans greeted Yoshida at the Van- 
cover airport yesterday as he 
stepped off the Canadian Pacific 
Air Lines plane carrying his 
party. The 17-hour flight from 
Tokyo via the great circle route 
was without incident. 

Police took special security 
precautions at Vancouver, as was 
done at Tokyo, but Yoshida’s 
arrival was uneventful.

This question is answered in 
part by our conclusions that the 
Senate is a continuing body and 
has power to censure a Senator 
for conduct occurring during his 
prior term as Senator, and in 
part by the fact that some of the 
contumacious conduct occurred 
after his re-election, notably the 
letter of Dec. 1, 1952. The 
Senate might have proceeded 
with this matter in 1953 or 
earlier in 1954 had the neces- 
sary resolution been proposed. 


Some of the questions, notably 
the use for private purposes of 
funds contributed: for fighting 
Communism, were not raised 
until after the election. The 
people of Wisconsin could pass 
— upon what was known to 
m. 


Nor do we believe that the 
re-election of Senator McCarthy 
by the people of Wisconsin in 
the fall of 1952 pardons his con- 
duct toward the Subcommittee 
on Privileges and Elections. The 
charge is that Senator McCarthy 
was guilty of contempt of the 
Senate or a-senatorial commit- 
tee. Necessarily, this is a mat- 
ter for the Senate and the Sen- 
ate alone. The people of Wis- 
consin can only pass upon issues 
before them; they cannot forgive 
an attack by a Senator upon the 
integrity of the Senate’s proc- 
esses and its committees. That 
is the business of the Senate.

We have analyzed carefully 
the testimony of Gen. Zwicker, 
of Senator 1 McCarthy, mgs tae 
other witnesses relating to.

was a truthful witness. We feél 
that it was evident that his 
examination was unfair, an 
that Gen. Zwicker testified as 
fully and frankly as he could 
do, in view of the Presidential 
and Army directives which 
stricted his freedom of exp 
sion. These directives were 
known to his examiners, and 
however much they may have 
been out of sympathy with tie 
directives, the fact remains thgt 
this was no excuse for berating 
Gen, Zwicker and holding him 
up to public ridicule.

Gen. Zwicker testified befole 
the Select Committee. He unde?- 
went a vigorous and taxing cros}- 
ex ation from Senator Me- 
Carthy’s counsel. A reading gt 
his testimony and examinati 
makes it clear that in no ma 
rial respect was it hecessary fér 
Gen. Zwicker to modify er 
change his testimony from thgt 
given on Feb. 18, 1954, and th 
the double exposure of his evi- 
dence under searching e - 
tion revealed no distortion éf 
fact or untruth. 8 

2. There is no evidence thit 
Gen. Zwicker was intentionally 
irritating, evasive, or arrog 

Gen. Zwicker was initially ex- 
amined at the New York hear 
by Mr. Cohn, counsel for 
subcommittee. It is evident that 
this examination was mutually 
courteous and satisfactory. M. 
Juliana and Mr. Anastos, of the 
staff of the subcommittee, both 
found Gen. Zwicker to be 
operative and helpful. Even 
his examination by Senator Me- 
Carthy, the record shows thet 
the General was courteous and 
respectful throughout the heag- 
ing. We find in the record fo 
single instance which supports 
the conclusion that he was if- 
tentionally irritating. S o ne 
que tions Gen. Zwicker refused 
to answer and in his answers to 
some of the questions, appar- 
ently, he meticulously sought to 
avoid the disclosure of material 
or information in the classified 
personnel file of Peress, or in- 
volving intra-Army discussions 
and policies, which he was un- 
der orders not to réveal. It 
should not have been difficult 
to meet this situation in a fair 
and reasonable way. Senator 
McCarthy said he was familiar 
with the presidential order aiid 
the Army directives. A few nib- 
ments could have been taken to 
analyze them, and so frame the 
questions propounded to the wit- 
ness as to avoid any difficulty. 

The ce that the witness 
answer long hypothetical ques- 
tions and questions that are not 
clear even upon careful inspez- 
tion and reflection, was much 
more the source of any resulting 
irritation on the part of the 
examiner than any conduct on 
the part of the witness.

And 
as Winston Churchill said in similar vein: “Bat- 
tles are won by maneuver and slaughter. The 
greater the general, the more he contributes in 
maneuver, the less he demands in slaughter.” 


In the tragic event of war in the Pacific it 
is difficult to see how our forces could achieve 
much maneuverability when the channels of 
communication are so involved. With a world- 
famous military leader in the White House, who 
can understand the dangers of this situation, it 
should be resolved forthwith.

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Myth in the Making 

Everything about the hydrogen bomb is ex- 
traordinary, and so perhaps there should be no 
surprise that it is the center of an extraordinary 
myth which isjtaking shape before our very eyes. 

Dr. Norris E. Bradbury, head of Los Alamos 
laboratory, made a valiant effort, at an extraor- 
dinary press conference last week, to scotch the 
myth. He denounced as “obvious falsehoods” the 
basic premises of a new book, “The Hydrogen 
Bomb,” written by two Washington correspond- 
ents for Time. Yet it is an open question wheth- 
er the truth can catch up with the myth which 
this book so diligently propagates. 

The myth is that Russia very nearly beat the 
United States in the race for the hydrogen 
bomb because of the sinister or “fuzzy-headed” 
opposition of a large section of the scientific 
community, which was under the sinister influ- 
ence of Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer. 

Judging by the condensed version of the book 
published in United States News and World 
Report, the authors consider it sufficient to 
make the charge without proving or document- 
ing it. Dr. Bradbury offers impressive testimony 
to the contrary; he denies that the Los Alamos 
scientists “dragged their feet,” insists that the 
H-bomb was developed as rapidly as possible. 

Even more impressive testimony has been of- 
fered by the Gray board, which “tried” Dr. Op- 
penheimer and held him to be a security risk. 
The Gray board expressly concluded that Dr. 
Oppenheimer did not oppose building of the 
hydrogen bomb after President Truman made 
the official decision to proceed with it, and did 
not hinder, but rather sought to help, the re- 
cruitment of scientists for the work. 

And then, of course, there is the most impres- 
sive testimony of all—the fact that the United 
States did develon a hydrogen bomb at least 10 
months ahead of the Russians. 

But all of thege facts scarcely bother the myth 
makers. It makes a much more dramatic story 
to pit a hero scientist against a villain scientist; 
to treat differences of technical opinion as evi- 
dence of disloyalty or betrayal; to dwell on what 
might have happened rather than on what did 
happen, It makes a better story—and it fits what 
many people no doubt want to believe. And so 
the myth builds up before our eyes. 
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Statistics That Are Misleading

When the twen- 
ty-fifth anniversary was celebrated the meeting 
was held at the Executive Mansion by invitation 
of Herbert Hoover, then President. 

Through the years, this organization has had 
as fine a purpose as could be devised. It is 
to see that “every child in America shall have 
a chance to play in safety and that every person 
in America, young and old, shall have an oppor- 
tunity to find the best and most satisfying use 
of his expanding leisure time.” 

A list of the men and women who have 
worked under the National Recreation Associa- 
tion’s banner would include many of our best 
citizens. Among them would be: Jane Addams, 
Mrs. Thomas A. Edison, Myron T. Herrick, 
Felix Warburg, Charles W. Eliot, Henry 
P. Davison and John G. Winant. This work is 
being carried on now under the leadership of 
Otto T. Mallery of Philadelphia, whose city, as 
it happens has just embarked on an eye-opening 
$20,000,000 capital recreation plan to be devel- 
oped over the next five years.

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Will Hurley Now Apologize? 
A federal grand jury reports that charges of 
irregularities in the 1952 New Mexico senatorial 
election were “completely irresponsible.“ 


This is a vindication of Missouri’s Senator 
Hennings who, as a member of the subcommit- 
tee which investigated the charges, turned in a 
one-man dissenting report when the majority 
urged the Senate to declare the race, involving 
Senator Chavez and his defeated Republican op- 
ponent, Patrick J. Hurley, “no contest.” It is 
also a reflection on the extreme partisanship of 
Hurley and his backers who, refusing to accept 
the popular verdict, made the wild charges and 
insisted on their investigation. And the taxpayer 
might reflect on this waste of his money.

They were made, ac 
conding to the jurors, “for purely political pur- 
poses.“ And the grand jury supports its finding 
with “a very detailed and thorough” FBI report.

THE HISTORY AND CHARACTER OF CALVINISM, 
by John T. McNeill. (Oxford University Press, New 
York, 466 pgs., $6.) 

There are signs that Calvinism may 
be passing out of the category of con- 
troversial subjects. Whether liberals 
will cease from viewing it as an offense 
to their principles is another question. 
At least, it is all to the good that a 
scholar as distinguished as the former 
Auburn Professor of Church History at 
Union Theological Seminary, New York, 
should have devoted his talents to un- 
raveling the truth from the numerous 
myths that have collected around the 
name of John Cal- 
vin, as well as 
putting the truth it- 
self in proper per- 
spective.
